Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 6-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by IBM, 
documentation for "IBM WebSphere Application Server Version 3.5", last updated 8/8/2000, 
pages 98-110, sections 6.6.0.4.1 to 6.6.0.4.1.4. 

A) As to claims 6 and 11, IBM discloses the invention as claimed. There is a context- 
sensitive caching system comprising a common cache (see P 98-1 10), a common caching 
engine configured to write cacheable objects to the common cache (see P 98), the 
common caching engine being further configured to retrieve cacheable objects stored in 
the cache (see P 98), a shared name generator configured to formulate cache keys for 
locating the cacheable objects written to the common cache (see P 98), a plurality of 
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configuration specifications, each configuration specification specifying a caching policy 
for a single context (see P 102-1 10. 

B) As to claims 7, 9, 12, and 14, IBM teaches that the caching policy comprises a (1) 
specified cacheable object type, (2) rules for formulating cache keys for objects of the 
cacheable object type, and (3) rules for invalidating objects in the common cache of the 
cacheable object type (see P 102-1 10). IBM teaches on page 102 lines 5-7 that the 
caching policy comprises (1) "Identify the servlets to be cached", (2) "Determine how 
entry ids for servlets are created", and (3) "Determine how servlet entries are deleted". 

C) As to claims 8, 10, 13, and 15, IBM teaches that the cache key formulation rules can 
comprise rules for individual objects, groups of objects, and use logical operators (see P 
103-105 and 108-110). 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 6/17/04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant has argued elements of claim 1 (see Response page 5) which are not present in 
independent claims 6 and 1 1 . Therefore the rejection of these claims (6-15) have been 
maintained. In addition, the Examiner disagrees that element 4 is not show by the reference. 
The IBM reference states on page 102 that the servletcache.xml file contains multiple <servlet> 
elements, thus meeting the limitation of a "pluarlity of configuration specifications".
